ter exponsion bond project being 
planned by the city is a 10,000,- 
000 gallon reservoir to be located 
in Palos Verdes and a 2,000,000 
gallon reservoir in North Tor­ 
rance, as well as necessary feed 
lines. *

The Central Torrance water 
district, which used 793,431,990 
gallons of water for the fiscal 
year, 1949-50, almost doubled 
consumption of the fiscal year, 
1939-40 when 416,357,250 gallons 
were used.

Stanfior pointed out that, at 
the present time, with North 
Torrance having no storage sup­ 
ply whatsoever, Walteria having 
very yttlc water storage, and 
Torrance central district using 
more water a day than its stor­ 
age supply, in case of an omeiv 
gency, Tort'ance would find itself 
on a limb in a precarious position 
due to a lack of water storage 
and pipe lines.

At the present time, tha^Tor­ 
rance Central District uses 3,- 
000,000 gallons daily and has a 
2,500,000 gallon storage capacity.

Stanger reported that one ad­ 
ditional well for Walteria and 
two for Torrance may be drilled 
in the near future. At present, 
Torra.nce. . has two wells from 

.which to draw water and Wal­ 
teria, one.
